Why do we experiment on human 
beings? Is it necessary or is there a 
hidden agenda? What. controls and 
assurances do we have that excesses 
such as the notorious Tuskegee Syphilis 
and secret testing of LSD by the CIA and 
the Army will not happen again? 

These questions surrounding the 
whole issue of human experimentation 
cause us to ask who's doing what to 
whom and, of course, why? 

Experiments on human beings have 
greatly contributed to the expansion of 
medical knowledge that has saved 
many individuals from dying needlessly 
and dramatically improved the quality of 
life for untold numbers of the world's 
community. 

Smallpox, diphtheria, tubercolosis and 
many other dreaded diseases that once 
shortened life and plagued society, no 
longer need to be feared because of the 
advances in medical knowledge gained 
with the assistance of some form of 
experimentation 

Most of us are so familiar with our 
disadvantaged past and present that we 
have reached a point where the 
recitation of statistics .confirming that
